TUE CONFJfRKNCK UELKG.VTES. 


The six delegates to the International 


Monetary Conference, appointed by the 
Senate and House of Representative.' > 
are arranging to meet at Washington 
to confer together and ascertain just 
how they stand on the silver quest ion 
The President baa not yet announced 
the names of the three delegates he it- 
authorized to appoint and it is though 
probable tbut he will not. name them 
until tbe time and place for holding 
the conference is announced. 


Various opinions prevail a9 to the 


Presidential appointments. Some be 
lleve that lie will st-ieft three gold UIOL 
from the Eastern States, while others 
assert t:iat at least one of ttio Ibree wil 
lie a Southern ur Western Silver mini 
Since the Ui.ited States took notion it 
the matter and named six delegates to 
the conference, the European uationt- 
have been comparatively silent on tb 
subject. France and Germany, whicl 
took the iaitiitivr in suggesting tb 
conference, liavn been silent regarding 
It since Congress appointed delegate? 
England, which does not look kiudlj 
on any measure that is intended to 
bonellt silver, will not pledge itself t 
bo bound in any way by the decision o 
the conference. 


It ia not probable that the confer 


once, if held, will agree to change tb 
coinage ratio of gold and silver. Franc 
has about $700,000,000 of silver eoiu 
which are oil a jiarity -.vith gold. Th 
Frenc i ratio is lE^i grains of silver tc 
1 grai/i of Kold. 'lo cbunxo this lati 
to 18 or 21) to 1, would cause u lose of 
several milioua of dollars to the French 
government, hud that it will not agree 
to. Any change whatever in the pres- 
ent ratio would necessitate the rei-oin- 
age of all the silver money i a Europe 
and the United Stitcs, without any 
bensflt to ti,o ojople. The standard 
UinteJ States dollar is largo enough 
row to suit everybody but the gold 
men ai>d its weight should not bo in- 
creased. 
W butt ho people want is more 


dollais which shdll be a legal tender for 
all debts, not dollars that contain more 
silver. The miuts had muih better 
bo engaged in coining the silver bull- 
Ion now 6toreJ in the Treasury, than 
in rdcoiniiig the silver dollars now in 
circulation. 


THE KIUXS AT NKW OBLKANS. 


Negroes at New Orleans worked on 
he wharves loading and unloading 
'reight. They worked for lees wages 
and were more tractable than the 
whites, and steamboat men gave them 
the preference. The white laborers ob- 
jected to the negroes and ordered them 
to quit work. Refusal on the part of 
the negroes to comply with the order 
incensed the whites and they fired upon 
the negroes, killing five of them and 
frightening two others so that they 
jumped into the Mississippi and were 
Jrownfd. The police were unable to 
restrain or disperse the mob. 


It id uot probable that race or politics 


had much to do with tbe outrage. Tbe 


mob, 
once excited, would doubtless 


have treated white men who worked for 
less than tbe established rate of wages 
as they did the negroes, though most 
likely they would not have behaved so 
savagely in dealing with the white;-. 


JAI'AN'S TJUICMS. 


Tie terms of tho treaty of peace to 


be concluded between China and Japan 
ai<j known to the Department of State 
iit. Washington. Japan is to have juris- 
diction o\er China and China will re- 
linquish the jurisdiction which it for- 
merly hold over Japan. The island of 
Formosa will be permanently ceded to 
Japan, and Japan will occupy tbe fort- 
resses of Port Arthur and Wei-Hal-Wei 
for a number of 5 earn. Cores, which 
heretofore has been a dependency of 
China, is to be independent of both 
China and Japan. The money indem- 
nity to be paid by China is not to ex- 
ceed $£50,000,000 iu gold. Whether this 
payment is to be made in silver is wot 
stated. If it is it will certainly enhance 
the price of the metal, as th>.re is not, 
nccording to tbo best information at- 
lainablo, over ten millions of free sil- 
ver in the markets of the world.

\ Cement Spring Which flows Steadily. 


Lumber for sluice boxes is being 


hauled out to the placer mines dis- 
covered by Charley Chase on the north- 
west side of Feavine Mountain. The 
diggings are not very extensive and are 
all located. The gold is coarse and of 
fine quality. In digging for water Mr. 
Chase cut through a layer of hard pan 
and a stream of blue mud thicker than 
a man's arm spouted up from the 
bottom of the trench and continued to 
run until frozen up by the cold weather. 
Mr. Chase calls it "a cement spring," as 
it i» very near the color of Portland 
coment. When it dries it looks like 
lava, and it probably flows from the 
center of an extinct volcano.

UP IN A 


The Legislature of Indiana broke up 


In a wild riot iu which almost every 
member participated. Several persons 
were seriously injured ai,d one, per- 
haps, fatally. For twenty minutes be- 
fore final adjournment tlie State house 
was filled with a howling, surgiui; mob. 
The Governor's private a cretary was 
locked up in an elevatoi aud burly 
meu guarded the door to prevent bi.- 
rolease. He bad a message from the 
Governor which it was important to 
deliver to the Speaker of the House 
before 12 o.clock, the t.me for flmil 
adjournment. The police released the 
message bearer from the elevator, but 
when he arrived «t the door of the 
Assembly Cham ber at 11:55 oVloik he 
found it locked. There \\eret\\otnc 
tions, one intent on getting the mes- 
sage to the Speaker and the other tie 
tsrmined to prevent it Iu the flght 
which ensued tlie heavy o;ik doors of 
the Legislative hall were broken iu, 
many persons were knocked down and 
trampled upon, and the women in tlie 
galleries ncr«ambd aud some of them 
fainted. The messenger was pushed 
to the Speaker's desk, bleeding ami 
almost naked, but as he handed the 
message to the Speaker that official 
declared 
the House adjourned. 
A 


member tore tho message trom the 
private Secretary's hand, dashed out of 
the Chamber and made good his es- 
cape. 


There have been exciting scenes in 


California and Nevada Legislatures in 
the good old days. Ink bottles and 
law books have been hurled by mem- 
bers at each other's heads, as convinc- 
ing argnment, but nothing so disgrace- 
ful BS the closing scenes of the Indiana 
Legislature ever occurred in the wild 
and woolly w-st.

The Legislature of 1833 limited the 


compensation of members of the Leg- 
islature to $400 each. The Constitu- 
tion prohibits members of the Legisla- 
ture from increasing their compensa- 
tion for the term for which they shall 
have benn elected. The present Leg- 
islature has been in session fifty days 
and tho members have each received 
the $400 allowed them by law and they 
cannot increase tnat compensation for 
the present term. 


This settles the question of extra 


pay. The Legislature may remain in 
session tbe full sixty days iillowed by 
the Constitution, but the members 
must work for the good of the State, 
not for pay. The Legislative fund pro- 
vided for |30,000. 
Several thousand 


dollars of that amount Is yet unex- 
pended and will bo recovered into the 
Stuto Treasury, a thing unprecedented 
ia tho history of Nevada. 


'Ilie present Legislatu-e cannot limit 


1 he tisno the next or any future Legis- 
lature shall remain iu session, but it 
OMU limit the compensation of tho mem- 
bf-r<t of the next Legislature. It should 
therefore redtie.a tbe compensation of 
members to $360 for each regular ses- 
uioa, which, all things considered, is i> 
reasonable allowance, and let them ad- 
journ Iu forty, fifty op sixty days, or 
whenever tb* business for which tho; 
toouvtoe.ttutU tun town ceaplatid.

NEW ORLEANS, March 13 —The police 


were ou huud on tho river front in 
largo numbers to prevent a repetition 
of yesterday's bloody affair. There

uu'lor tht impression that the rioters 
would again take advantage of tbe ('act 
to commit deods of violence, but this 
belief did not pan out, for tho simple 
reason that not a negro put in an ap- 
pearance ou the levee. 


No attempt is being made ou the 


water front to unload ships. White 
screw-men are worked up to such a 
pitch of fury that employing steve- 
dores have concluded it would be best 
to keep the negroes away from the 
front for at least twenty-four hours. 


Governor Foster says he will main- 


tain the peace at all hazards, but be 
advised this morning against any at- 
tempt to work the negroes to-day. 


There is a rumor that tbe street car 


employes will strike to-day. Should a 
strike be ordered it would greatly in- 
tensify the feeling among the labor 
element. 
The btreet car trouble is 


over the hours of work. President 
rfhaw of tho Screw-men's Association 
attended a mass met ling of the carmen 
list ni/ht and made an incendiary 
speech, advising a strike. 


The street car employes did not 


strike at noun. It is stated fhat they 
will submit their case to a committee 
of citizens and appeal for justice. 


WASHINGTON', March 13.—In reply to 


a message from Acting Secretary of 
State Uhl, Governor Foster of Louisiana 
has telegraphed that vigorous steps are 
being taken by tho municipal aud State 
authorities to afford full protection to 
life, property aud commerce.
